Appropriation Voted For 
Building New 
Cruisers 
By JAMES, R. NOURSE

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Propon- 
ents of an adequate navy won a 
smashing victory in the senate 
today when by a vote of 49 to 27 
an appropriation of $1,200,000 to 
start immediate construction on 
three of the scout cruisers, au- 
thorized in 1924, but never begun, 
was carried in the naval appro- 
priation bill, 

Passage of the amendment was 
a distinct defeat for President 
Coolidge’s economy plan and for, 
the director of the budget, who} 
opposed any’ appropriation for 
cruiser construction this year. As | 
resently ‘as: last Saturday the | 
President declared himself oppos- 
ed to the appropriation which 
advocates of a stronger navy 
had proposed in the senate. 

The amendment increases the 
house appropriation for, construc- 
tion farm ‘$14,950,000; and directs 
that of this amount ‘the sum of 


three of the eight authorized scout 
cruisers, 

A similar amendment was. of- 
fered in the House when the ap- 
propriation bill wags under con- 
sideration, but was defeated by 
the democrats by a misapprehen- 
sion as to Pregident Coolidge’s
